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AIS FOR ARCHIVES 


During its colorful 18 year history, KRAB has 
had many memorable, unusual and one-of-a-kind 
programs, programs which not only illustrated 
the nature and evolution of KRAB but also told 
about the times in which they were produced. 
Most of our very best programs were broadcast 
live and went off into the ether with no tape 
ever made of them. However, a small percen- 
tage of KRAB's best were preserved on tape and 
placed in the KRAB archives to be made avail- 
able for use in the future. Then in August of 
1977 in preparation for an immediate, emergency 
move, the archives were taken apart and boxed 
up. That planned move did not happen in Aug- 
ust but a month-to-month tenancy in the old 
firehouse prevented us from ever unpacking the 
archives. 

Now after almost 3 years of being boxed away, 
the archives are once again available to us as 
they have been uncrated and shelved in our new 
building. During the months of July and August 
we will be presenting to the listeners a samp- 
ling from the archives of some of those prog- 
rams that have spanned KRAB's 18-yr. existence. 
These programs include such topics as Wm. F. 
Buckley debating Germaine Greer on women's 
rights in 1973, Allen Ginsburg at the UW, Lo- 
renzo Milam insulting interviewees, KRAB's 
original Tibetan Book of the Wet, Grover Krantz 
building a scientific case for the existence of 
the Sasquatch, among many others. Those pro-

After two years and one month, I will be 


leaving KRAB as general manager. And, with a 

- lot of mixed feelings. It has been the most 
challenging, rewarding...and frustrating job I 
have ever had! I came to KRAB with 3 basic 
priorities. First, that the provocative, crea- 


tive and experimental nature of KRAB should be 
in its programming, not its fiscal or management 
structure. A program producer can be innovative 


and anarchistic and provide the community with 


terrific programming. However, without solid 
general administration, the bills to keep the 
transmitter on can't be paid. KRAB is way 
ahead of other community radio stations in div- 
ersity of programming, but far behind in under- 
standing how to utilize various techniques and 
systems for the good of the station and the 
listeners...without compromising our freedom 

to broadcast what we want. 


Second, KRAB's public access is public ac- 
cess for some. A good part of that has to do 
with the dismal facilities at the firehouse 
which kept all but the very hearty from even 
stepping foot in the station. Another part of 
that is the concept of volunteerism. Since all 
KRAB's programming is produced by citizen vol- 
unteers, those communities which do not focus 
on volunteer efforts, or whose volunteer ef- 
forts are directed elsewhere, are not usually 
represented on KRAB. Those who have the energy 
and time seek out the station; others do not. 


Third, some of the programming on KRAB is 
superb...many more are good...and a few are 
poor, from an artistic, technical and/or content 
standpoint. We need to work to publicize and 
promote the excellent programs, assist the pro- 
ducers in making good programs better, and to 
intensify work with the few programs that are 
poor...as well as reach out to new people and 
content areas that have not been represented on 
KRAB. 


The frustrating part of the job has been the 
struggle to move forward. Hours upon hours of 
political/philosophical discussion have been 
undertaken on every issue. Some were healthy 
and necessary, other discussions were provoca- 
tive but so totally outside our control or realm 
of choices, given the urgency of the fiscal sit- 
uation and other crises before us. Lots of "we 
used to do it that way" from within KRAB against 
"forget diverse programming; format the station" 
from those who have the federal funds. I came 
with a belief...which I continue to support, 
that the power of KRAB is in the programming & 
that pragmatic business decisions have to be 
made in order to allow the powerful public ac- 
cess programming to exist. As I observe the 
country moving further away from humanistic 
values and free speech, the need to be solvent 
in order to provide the airwaves divergent 
thoughts and ideas, arts and culture takes ‘on 
a new urgency. 


I leave KRAB recognizing that we have made 
progress, and we have a long way to go. We have 
made great strides in internal organization and 
fiscal accountability. We are generating more 
listener support, grants and contributions than 
ever before. We are also spending like never 
before...renovating the building as well as. 
meeting rapidly escalating operating costs. 

We have moved forward and reached out to more 
people and communities, despite a lack of fac- 
ilities. Our new location in the heart of Cen- 
tral Seattle has added a whole new dimension to 
our volunteer potential. Major cutbacks in pro- 
gramming staff and lack of production/training 
facilities have not allowed us to move forward 
as fast as we would have liked. And, we have 
not been able to reorder the program schedule 

to better suit the listening patterns of our 
diverse audiences. But, schedule changes and 
intensive workshops are planned over the summer 
and you will hear a major qualitative difference 
in the fall. 


KRAB, with your help, is on the threshold of 
becoming the finest community radio station in 
the country. Although there are.still many 
obstacles...mostly financial...you can join me 
in taking pride in a very unique station. Thank 
you for your support and encouragement. ..and 
even the complaints. KRAB will continue to 
grow and improve as long as people in the broad- 
cast area value free speech, cultural diversity 
and artistic expression. I will miss not being 
here when each new studio is completed. I won't 
miss the 60-70 hour work weeks: As I leave the 
staff, I will join you as listeners and volun- 
teers, anxious to support the station in what- 
ever ways I can.
